“Do not mistake my meaning,” he ea, pres- 
ently. “Do not imagine, for a moment, that I am 
advocating warfare as a desirable, or even. neces- 
sary, activity. But I deny that there is anything 
in the authenticated teachings of Jesus of Naza- 
reth that would place Him among those whom we 
know today as pacifists.. On the contrary, He 
repeatedly recognized the moral value of strife 
and conflict among men, and implied in all His 
teachings that warfare, the eternal struggle be- 
tween good and evil, is inherent in the nature of 
thé universe. ‘Render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s, and unto God the things that are 
God’s.’ . In these words the Christ makes a dis- 
tinction that-come logically from the lips of Him 
who came to bring not an olive branch but a 
sword to earth.” 


Christianity Has Made War Sporadic. 


‘The Cardinal paused and, leaning back again 
in his chair, gazed musingly at the ceiling. 

“When we discuss the subject of war,” he went 
on presently, “we need historical bases for any 
conclusion we may reach. War, though it gp- 
parently has received divine sanction, is inherent- 
ly a pernicious and abnormal! manifestation of hu- 
man nature. We get the right light upon it only 
by employing 4 long perspective and comparing 
recent centuries with those more remote. In for- 
mer ages war was universal and continuous; the 
main occupation of men in those dark times con- 
sisted in the slaughter of their fellows. 

“Take, for instance, the 700 years in the history 
of Rome from the time of its founder, Romulus, 
to the age of Augustus. During that whole period 
the Romans were in practically a permanent state 
of war. During these seven centuries they en- 
joyed only seven years of what could be reason- 
ably called peace. Contrast this appalling record 
with that of the United States for the past cen- 
tury. We have had in that time only 10 years of 
war—that fs, one year of war for 10 years of

Secretary of Labor. Gives Out 
_ Figures Compiled for No- 
vember and December. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Sécretary of 
Labor Wiison stated today that more 
than 1,100,000 wage-earners in the Unit- 
ed States received-substantial increases 
in pay during November and December, 
1916. 

“With a few minor exceptions;’ said 
the Sécretary, “all of the 1,118,970 in- 
creases came after election day, and 
931,763 during December. It is significant 


that of the workers affected, only 25,300 


are employed in the manufacture of mu- 
nitions. While 66 of the 212 increases in 
November were the result of strikes, 
only 38 of the 304 for December were se- 
cured through this method. 


“The reports for November show 212 


statements of wage increases in 38 
States. Three of the reports relate to 
railroads and other interstate establish- 
ments. Of these, 131 show the number 
of establishments affected to be 163, 
and 77 reports show 187,207 employes af- 
fected. Of the 212 reports, 57 are stated 
to be the result of mutual agreement 
between employer and employes, 6 as 
the result of strikes, 72 by voluntary ac-

WIDER NORTH SEA DANGER ZONE 


Warning of Extension Received in 
Washington From London, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Warning of 
a considerable extension of the North 
Sea zone designated as ‘“‘dangerous to 
shipping“ was received at the State De-* 
rartmernt today from the American em- 
bassy at London. 

The warning put into the “dangerous” 
zone the following waters: Area com- 
prising all the waters except Nether- 
land and Danish territorial waters lying 
to the southward and eastward of a 
line commencing four miles from the 
coast of Jutland in latitude 56 ge 
north, longitude eight degrees east, fro 
Greenwich and passing through the fol- 
lowing positions: Latitude 56 degrees 
north, longitude six degrees east, lati- 
tude 54 degrees 45 minutes east, thence 
to a position in latitude 63 degrees 37 
minutes north, longitude 5 degrees east, 
seven miles off the coast of the Neth- 
erlands.”’

NEGROES PROMISE 
10 PUT KIEL QVER 
THEN WHISPER WHY 


Meeting in Mayor’s Official Re- 
ception Room Held Without 
Advance Announcement. 


“SOME CAN’ VOTE 5 TIMES” 


Talk of Over-Enthusiastic Help 
at Primary Draws Admoni- 
tion From Candidate. 


More than 100 negroes, mostly city 


employes, met in the reception room of 
Mayor Kiel's office, after the City Hall 
Was closed yesterday noon, to indorse 
kis candidacy and pledge their assist- 
ance to his re-election. The meeting 
Was not announced in advance. Frank 
assistant scretary to the 
Mayor, explained that no notice of the 
gathering was given beforehand because 
if was not certain that it ‘“‘would ma- 
ture.” 

Dropping their mops, brooms and 
buckets shortly after noon, janitors in 
the City Hall and Municipal Courts 
Hiuilding flocked to the Mayor’s suite, 
where rows of chairs, but not enough 
to accommodate the concourse, were ar- 
ranged for them. 

Several ‘negro leaders were on hand to 
urge. their followers to support Mayor 
Kiel in the primary. Among these were 
Homer Phillips; an attorney; Isaiah 
Bradbury and Wiiliam Parker, the lat- 
ter a janitor at the City Jail. 

In the course of his ‘alk, Parker de- 
Clared that ‘‘some negrves here can vote 
«nce,. some can vote five times, and 
sume can vote 20 times to put Kiel 
over. 


Warns eof a “Whisper.” 

“And when we have put him over,” 
Parker exclaimed, with a gesture to- 
ward .Mayor Kiel, who sat at a big 
Cesk against the south wall of the room, 
“‘we’ll come down here and whisper 
fomething in h:s ear.” Parker gave no 
hint of what this “‘semething’ would 
be. The negrocs cheered vociferously. 
Mayor Kiel spoke ajmost immediately 
after Parker’s enthusiastic promise of 
votes for him, but disapproved any idea 
that the negroes should cast more bal- 
lots than the law permits on any cne 
day. 

“Gentlemen,” Mayor Kiel began, ‘TI 
tuank you for your cordial support, but 
I don’t think that any one present would 
vote more than once at an election. The 
Republican party stands for an honest 
vote cnd a fair count. Our party has 
inever been guilty of any frauds at elec- 
ticns and wouldn’t countenance anything 
of the: sort.”’ 

“That’s sure right!’’. “You've said 
something now,’’ and similar expres- 
sions of approval greeted the Mayor. 

Not only did Parker bespeak the back- 
ing of negroes for Kiel, but he also 
predicted that Prosecuting Attorney 
Sidener, one of the candidates in the 
field against the Mayor, would be op- 
posed. 


Hints Sidener Too Greedy. 

“We don’t want to indorse a man who 
is always asking voters for an office 
and then, when he gets it, begins to look 
for another place before hig term is fin- 
ished,’’ Parker said. “The man I mean 
is litthe Howard Sidener,” he added, 
after pausing for a moment to look 
along the row of faces before him. 

Mayor Kiel referred in his talk to 
his opposition to the passage of the 
segregation ordinance. He said he had 
disapproved the bill from conscientious 
motives and not in the hope of political 
preferment. 

“I believe the negroes are a part of 
our citizenship and entitled to the same 
rights and consideration that other ele- 
ments enjoy,” the Mayor said. “If I 
have been hurt by my attitude I suppose 
I'll have to suffer, but I still feel that 
I was right. 

Isaiah Bradbury, in his talk, com- 
pared Mayor Kiel to Lincoln, Wendell 
Phillips and Charles Sumner. “Mayor 
Kiel has preserved our rights as citi- 
zens, and negroes in St. Louis will 
surely support him for re-election,” 
Bradbury asserted.

Tabulation Shows That 15,929 Vehi- 
cles and 108,312 Pedestrians 
Crossed Since Opening.

Woman Who Is Suing Joplin 
Millionaire for Divorce Says 
She Still Loves Him. 


KNEW HIM FOR 49 YEARS 
Declares She Helped Him Ac- 


quire Wealth and Wants 
Share of It.

JOPLIN, Mo., Jan. 27.—Mrs. Tabitha 
Taylor, 71 years old, told to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, at her home here today, 
the interesting story of her frugal, 19- 
year companionship with Thomas W. 
Cunningham, 12-year-old millionaire 
banker and three times Mayor of Jop- 


lin, whom she recently sued for divorce 
as a common-law wife, following the 
announcement of his secret marriage to 
Dr. Zeo Z. Wilkins, a 30-year-old osteo- 
path. , 

“Tom is getting liberal in his old age,” 
she said, referring to the unusual wed- 
ding gift of a national bank which he 
bestowed upon his young, dashing and 
defiant bride. The bank—the Cunning- 
ham National of Joplin—was sold by the 
bride a few days ago for more than 
$300,000 cash, partly to circumvent Mra. 
Taylor’s efforts to obtain a dower right 
in it. 

Since the filing of the divorce suit 
Mrs. Taylor has locked herself in her 
rooms and denied herself to all inter- 
viewers, but she consented to talk with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter in the presence 
of her attorneys, Cha-les S. Walden and 
former Prosecuting Attorney William N. 
Andrews. 

Would Take “Tom” Back. 

She opened the interview with this 
prayer: 

Oh, Lord, please bring Tom. back 
home to me. That other woman 
doesn’t love him.’ I'll take him back 
if he's only got a dime ieft. 

Her eyes had filled with tears. . But

“When Tom got ready to go away, he 
said to me: 

‘“‘*Honey, I’m not going out there to 
make a mash, so I won't take those 
with me.’ 

“But it seerns that after he got out 
there he did make a mash—I should call 
‘'t a mess, rather than a mash."’ 

It was suggested that she tell the 
story from the beginning. 

“I came to Joplin 49 years ago. It 
was just a village; she said. “Tom 
came two weeks later. He was a fine 
looking young man, and had seen 
service with the Confederates in the 
war.

“If, after these tremendous human 
experiences, the sentence ever needs ex- 
planation, grandfather will say to 
grandson: ‘On this day, the nine hun- 
dred and fifth of the colossal war, the 
world heard the first voice which in 
ciear, deep tones throughout the world, 
not veiled by timid wishes, pointed the 
way to the possibility of enduring world 
peace,’ 
“Whether the way will be trodden 
sconer or later, joyously or shrinkingly, 
whether the advice to take this road 
wi'l tomorrow be irretrievably rejected, 
we cannot today foresee: and yet we are 
certain that no whirlwind of the fates 
will ever be able to blow away this mes- 
sage. | 

“Will Continue to Work.” 
‘In the dark depths and crannies of 
men’s souls it will continue to work, 
and must in time so increase the num- 
ber of those inclined to a sensible peace 
that in the lands of responsfbdie, grown- 
up nations no power will be able to 
withstand them in the long run. 
‘He who has been decried as an ‘un- 
worldly theoreti¢ian’ has dared what 
many a ‘pr cal man’ had perhaps 
hesitated to do. To the Germans, too, 
he has gradually grown to the stature 
of a man who acts solely according to 
the dictates of his solemn convictions. 
He who enjoys this reputation is no 
longer vulnerable by caricature or comic 
papers’ psychology. 
“Germany has no occasion to consider 
him as a peculiarly tender friend, but it 
has at last learned to believe in his 
earnest striving after justice, and 
thanks him for it, with a sincere wish, 
even in this fight for the German na- 
tion's right to live, to continue to main- 
tain a worthy friendship with the pro- 
gressive people of the United States and 
their highest representative. 
“We have ha een ll demand, nothing 


to beg of him; he has only to consider 
the advantage of his own nation, to 
whom a destroyed Europe, broken in its 
purchasing power, cannot be welcome.

DEFENSE AIRGRATT 
URGED BY PEARY 


Tells Constructive Patriotism 
Congress Army and Navy Are 
of Little Avail Without It. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Emphatic 
approval of a broad scheme of national 
defense was given unanimously today 
by the Congress of Constructive Pa- 
triotism at ite closing business session 
here under the auspices of the National 
Security League. 

In a statement of principles the Con- 
gress declared for universal military 
training, for restoration of the navy to 
second place in the Atlantic and first 
piace in the Pacific, for development of 
American woman-power, for a nation- 
wide campaign for patriotism through 
education, and for effective Americani- 
zution otterts to destroy dual citizen- 
ship. 

Tonight the meeting ended with a 
banquet attended by more than 800 dele- 
gates, who heard addresses by Rear 
Admiral Robert E. Peary, Senator 
Chamberlain, chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee; former Senator La- 
fayette Young of Iowa and George W. 
Wickersham, former Attorney-General. 
Admiral Peary outlined the program 
for developing air power for defense and 
reviewed the part air attacks have 
Piayed in the present war. 


In its declaration of principles, the 
Congress affirmed the belief that the 
right of the individual to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness is the 
basic principle of the American Gov- 
ernment, and then declared: 

“And we hold that in our relations 
with foreign governments we should 
continue to affirm and to defend these 
rights.”’ 

All Americans, it is declared, should 
be brought to recognize “the dangers 
that beset our republic,” inasmuch as 
“we are unprepared to defend our na- 
tional integrity against other nations 
whose aspirations and theories of gov- 
ernment may be in conflict with ours.’’ 
In recommending universal training, 
the Congress endorsed the following 
general principles: 

“Military or naval training for all 
physically fit young men, prior to the 
age of 21 and preferably in the nine- 
teenth year. 


“The training to be intensive, contin- 


uous field or sea training for the period 
necessary to produce an effective sol- 
dier or sallor. 

“The system to be under exClusive 
federal control. 

“Obligation to serve in war as well as 
to train in time of. peace.”

Fellows After Long Inactivity. 
BOSTON, Jan. 27.—Real solitary con- 
finement in a dark cell faces Jesse 
Pomeroy if he persists in his “‘strike’’ 
against the terms of Gov. McCall’s com- 

mutation of his sentence.

He 
demands a full pardon or nothing.

UF PAYROLL TAKEN 


One of Two .Robbers of Crun- 
den-Martin Co. Arrives by 
Taxi Over Free Bridge. 


Two men, one of whom had just come 
to St. Louis over the free bridge, en- 
tered the office of the Crunden-Martin 
Manufacturing Co., 120 Cedar street, at 
12:45 yesterday afternoon, and after 
drawing revolvers, carried away a tin 
box containing about $1500 of the firm's 
payroll money. The men escaped, al- 
though they were pursued by some of 
the employes, after the chauffeur who 
had brought one of them from East St. 
Louis, refused to take them away. 

Circumstances indicated that the rob- 
bery was arranged in advance between 
one man in St. Louis, who obtained 
knowledge of the time the money would 
be in the office, and an accomplice in 
East St. Louis, and that they worked 
together, aided by telephone and taxicab 
service, on a close schedule. 

Chauffeur Tells of. Passenger. 

Shortly. before noon, Louis’ Bernero, 
an East St. Louis taxicab driver, took a 
passenger from a saloon near the Cen- 
tral Hotel, and drove him across the 
Free Bridge to a point on Second 
street, between Cedar and Plum streets. 
The man urged him, as they were cruss- 
irg the bridge, to run faster, saying he 
would be late. When the passenger got 
out, he paid $2 of the $2.50 which, Ber- 
nero said, had been agreed on as the 
fare, and instructed him to wait. 

While the chauffeur waited, two men 
entered the Crunden-Martin office, and, 
in the view of nearly 2 employes, held 
uy Benjamin J. Menke, a clerk, who 
was in charge of the payroll. The tin 
box, from which Menke had been pay- 
ing the men, was lying on a chair, and 
one of the robbers seized this, although 
John Mason, superintendent, made a 
move toward it. They told Mason to 
stand back, threatening him with their 
revolvers. They then ran out of the of- 
fice. 

Taxi Driver Reserts to Ruse. 

The chauffeur saw the fugitives 
coming toward him, and noticed that 
the man who had been his passenger 
was holding something under his 
coat with one hand, and was carrying 
a blue steel revolver in the otHer 
hand. The chauffeur realized then, 
he later told the police, that the men 
were criminals, and when his recent 
passenger told him to get them away 
quickly, he replied that something 
was the matter with his car, and 
that he could not get it started. 

“You're in a frame-up,’’ he said the 
man replied, and he declared that the 
man fired two shots in his direction. 
He dodged behind his car, and the 
men started to run north on Second 
street, then turned and ran south, 
By this time employes from the fac- 
tory had given chase. The men ran 
east on Plum street, and when two 
negro boys got in their way on the 
Levee railroad tracks, one of the rob- 
bers fired two shots, although appar- 
ently not aiming at the boys. 

The empty tin box was picked up on a 
vacant lot at 612 South Main street. 

Finger prints on the box were exam- 
ined by an expert at. police. headquar- 
ters. The descriptions obtained by the 
police indicate that both men wore dark 
suits and caps, and that one, who ap- 
peared to be about 21 vears old, was,the 
shorter of the two. The other seemed 
to be about 25. 


DOESN'T DENY YARROWDALE 
CARRIED SOME AMERICANS 


German Admiralty Official Says It 
is Likely That They Will Be 
Released. 

BERLIN (by wireless to ‘Tuckerton, N. 
J.), Jan. 27.—An Admiralty official, in 
ar interview with the 
correspondent, did not deny there might 
ve Americans among the crew of the 
Yarrowdale. which was captured in the 
South Atlantic by a German raider and 
sent here as a prize, although he would 
give no definite information as to the 
number or the names. It was his im- 
pression, the official said, that the neu- 
trals taken from the unarmed liners 
would be released shortly, if it had not 
already been done. If any Yarrowdale 
reutrals are held as prisoners of war or 
otherwise it will undoubtedly be only 
those who were paid members of crews 

of the armed merchantmen. 

The Admiralty’s view is that the Yar- 
rowdale case will cause no international 
complications. 


GOV. CRITTENDEN'S WIDOW DIES 


KANSAS CITY, ‘Mo., Jan. 27.—Mrs. 
Caroline Crittenden, widow of Gov. Crit- 
tenden, died yesterday at the home of 
her son, former Mayor Crittenden. She 
was 77 years old, the same age as that 
of her husband at his death. She will 
be buried beside him in Forest Hill Cem- 
etery on the day of the month on which 
he died, Jan. 2 Crittenden died at 
Warrensburg in 1909. 

Mrs. Crittenden was a Kentucky belle 
and was married at Frankfort in 1856. 
The war called her husband to the 
Union ranks and he served as a Colonel, 
the comrade of former Judge John F. 
Phillips. After the war Mr. and Mrs. 
Crittenden moved to Warrensburg, Moe.

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MAN FOUND GUILTY OF PERJURY 
INTHE “OLIVER OSt OSBORNE” CASE 


United States Jury in New York Out 
Ten Hours in Trial of Frank- 
lin D. Safford. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—A Federal’ 
jury, after 10 hours, returned a ver- 
dict at 10 o'clock tonight finding 
Franklin D. Safford guilty of perjury 
when he swore that James W. Os- 
borne, former Assistant District At- 
torney, was the “Oliver Osborne” who 
accompanied Miss Rae Tanzer to a 
Plainfield (N.. J.) hotel. 

The jury recommended mercy for Saf- 
ford, who previously had been convict- 
ed and sentenced to a term in prison, 
but was granted a new trial. 

In his charge to the jury J udge Hand 
referred to the visit of Miss Tanzer and 
“Oliver Osborne” to Plainfield, where 
Safford was employed as @ clerk in a 
hotel. 

“Suppose we see who would have been 
most likely to accompany her there,”’ 
said Judge Hand. ‘“‘Jameés W. Osborne 
or Charles H. Wax? Which would have 
been most likely to have engaged in this 
enterprise of gallantry—Mr. Osborne, 
who was 56 years old and had grown 
children, or Wax, who confesses to hav- 
ing a bent for enterprises of this kind?”’ 

Miss Tanzer and her two sisters, as 
witnesses for Safford, declared that it 
was James W. Osborne and not Wax 
who courted Miss Tanzer.

Jan. 2.—Fire 
which swept through a section of the 
retail district here early today destroyed 
the Frank Seder department store, the 
Grand Opera House, the Hilton Cloth- 
ing Co. and a dozen’ or more smaller 


buildings. with a loss estimated at from 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000. Four firemen wers¢ 
seriously hurt and a dozen or more bad- 
ly injured. 

The fire is said to have started in the 
J. G. McCrory & Co. 5 and 10 cent store 
soon after midnight, but gave the fire- 
men no concern until shortly after 4 
o’cleck, when it had eaten its way into 
the Frank & Seder store. 

Firemen were seriously handicapped b 
the intense cold, it having been neces- 
sary to varry hot water from neighboring 
restaurants to thaw street hydrants be- 
fore streams were available. The fire 
drove scores of guests from their rooms 
in the Newell Hotel. 

At one time the flames leaped across 
Diamond street and damaged the Solo- 
mon department store and the Harris 
Theater, but were soon extinguished. 


FOUR KILLED, EIGHTEEN HURT 
IN INTERURBAN COLLISION 


Electric Passenger Coach and Pack- 
age Car Crash Together on 
Curve Near Cleveland. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 27.—Four per- 
scns were killed and 18 injured, several 
seriously, late today when two interur- 
ban cars, one a passenger and the other 
an electric package car, collided 15 miles 
west of here. 

The dead are: Orr Dawson, 55 years 
oid, Seville, O.; Frank Kemery, 3, Se- 
ville; C. F. Murdock, 75. Cleveland, and 
an unidentified man. All except Mur- 
dock were burned to death when the 
wreckage caught fire. 

Joseph H. George of Burbank, O., re- 
ceived a fractured skull and was badly 
burned; it is thought he will die. He 
and other injured were brought to 
Cleveland. 

The accident occurred on a double 
curve near a stop. Both cars were trav- 
cling swiftly and neither motorman no- 
ticed the danger until it was too late. 

All the victims were the passenger 
car, the crew of the freight escaping 
injury. The overturned stoves in the 
front vestibules of the two coaches set 
fire to the wreckage. 


s From Fall in Elevator Shaft. 
Wiliam Wright, a janitor, 41 vears old, 


2238 South Ninth street, died at the city 
hospital yesterday of injuries suffered 
when he fell down an elevator shaft 
Jen. 1 at the Wright Building, where he 
was employed. His skull was fractured 
and both arms were broken.

“How long did you keep this up?”

“Tom was a milllionaire while wé 
were doing it,” she replied. “We al- 
ways were saving. 

“During all these years I forsook 
all other people—we just-lived here 
and didn’t care what people said, al- 
though, of course, both Tom and I 
knew that everybody in Joplin—or 
almost everybody—knew the circum- 
stances. I gave to Tom my every at- 
tention. I nursed him when he was 
sick. We always counseled together 
on business dealings, and we had 
agreed to share all profits equally. 

Always Frugal in Living. 

“Why Mr. Cunningham’s mother 
lived here with us for years, until 
her death in 1906. And six years ago 
Mr. Cunningham began going to the 
springs for his health. I always ac- 
companied him on his trips into 
other states for recreation and pleas- 
ure. We didn’t stop at hotefs, but 
rented furnished rooms and did light 
housekeeping, so that our expenses 
wouldn't te more than $7 a week. 

“Tom, in oné of his letters, for in- 
stance, told me of having beén ‘out 
with the boys the night before, but 
said hig supper only cost him 25 
cents. 

“Hvery day that Tom was away he 
would write to me, and he always was 
mad if he didn’t get a letter every day 
from me. I have an armf{ul of hig let- 
ters, addressed to me as ‘Miss T.’ ‘and 
signed ‘Tom.’ And I’ve got some gifta 
from Tom, engraved ‘Mrs. T. T. C.’ «The 
laundries even put ‘Miss T.’ on Tom’s 
coliars. And here are our photographs, 
side by side, in frames that match. They 
were taicn nine years ago. Doesn't 
Tom look grand in his Confederate uni- 
form? 

“{ was happy until last November, 
when my letters to Tom came back from 
Denver and Colorado Springs unopened. 
He had gone to Colorado with his gon- 
in-law, Gus Tingle. Someone told me 
there was a young woman with Tom in 
Colorado. So I decided to go out and 
find out about that. 


“I made three trips to Colorado, and 
the closest I ever got to Mr. Cunning- 
ham was to talk over the phone from 
Denver. He was at Grand Junction. He 
told me .to return home, and that he 
would be here the Gay after I got back. 
But he néver Came. I don’t know where 
he is now. But I’m sure that if he was 
well and could, he would come back to 
me. 

Ready to Take Him Back. 

“I've asked my lawyers to let me just 
write and say ‘Tom, come home.’ But 
they say no. 

“But when that woman turns 
down, I'll take him _ back.” 

Walden and Andrews told the reporter 
that they possessed eviderice to establish 
the common-law marriage between Cun- 
ningham and Mrs. Taylor. They said 
that if Cunningham was not Mrs. Tay- 
ler’s common-law husband he was sub- 
ject to investigation under the Mann act 
for taking her with him into other 
states, and that ff he is Mrs. Taylor’s 
common-law husband, a marriage to 
Dr. Wilkins would be bigamous. 


In the divorce petition it fs stated that 
Cunningham entered into a “false and 
bogus marriage’ with Dr. Wilkins. 


_ This exciting contest, with property 
valued at more than $1,000,000 at stake, 
vegan two weeks ago when Cunning* 
ham, at Colorado Springs, announced 
his marriage to Mrs, Wilkins. This pro- 
voked such a bombardment of words 
from both sides that Cunningham and 
his bride cannot be located by Mra 
Tawor’s lawyers. An interview given 
at Colorado Springs, purporting to come 
from Cunningham, has been discov. 
ered to have been given by another, 
impersonating the banker. 

Mre: Wilkins-Cunningham has de 
clared that she was seeretly married to 
Cunningham two years ago, and that 
within two weeks she would announce 
the place of marriage. Last August, 
however, Cunningham sold real estate in 
Joplin and made affidavit that he was 
unmarried. 

It is said that Cunningham met Mrs, 
Wilkins on. his travels in search of 
health, and that he took osteopathic 
treatments from her. She was gradu- 
ated 10 years ago from the Kirksville

THE KAISER REITERATES 


Emperior’s Reply to Birthday Mess- 
age From Berlin Academy 
ef Science, 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—Telegraphing from 
the German great headquarters to the 
Berlin Academy of Science, in reply to 
birthday congratulations, Emperor Wil- 
liam reiterated today the assertion that 
the German people will obtain peace by 
the sword, says a Reuter dispatch from 
Amsterdam, which declares this infor- 
mation was obtained from German 
newspapers. The Emperor’s message as 
quoted read: 

“The unshakable will to victory of the 
German people, who’ are prepared for 
every sacrifice of blood and treasure, 
will, I trust God, preserve the father- 
land from the ruin pontemplated by its 
enemies and will force by the sword 
the peace necessary for the blessed de- 
velopment of the people.’’ 

The German Emperor was 68 years old 
today and rulers and statesmen of the 
central Powers assembled at German 
great headquarters in honor of the day.

PHOENIX, Ariz., Jan. 27.~—The Arizona 
Supreme Court late today returned a 
decision holding that Thomas E. Camp- 
bell, Republican, is the de facto Gov- 
ernor of Arizona. 

The decision was signed by Justices 
Franklin and Roses, Justice Cunningham 
dissenting. 

The majority opinion holds that the 
certificate of election issued to Camp- 
bell is prima facie evidence of his elec- 
tion.

SUGGESTS MONUMENT 
FOR AIR TIRE INVENTOR 


Motorists and automobile manufactur- 
ers should raise a fund and build: a 
monument to the man who invented 
pneumatic tires, is the opinion of F. C. 
Millhoff, general sales manager of the 
Miller Rubber Co. of Akron. 

“Every little while you see lists of the 
epoch-making inventions, which always 
include spectacular things like wireless 
telegraphy, flying machines and moving 
pictures, but nobody ever thinks to in- 
clude.the inventors of pneumatic tires, 
yet it has revolutionized transportation 
and really made the motor car possible,”’ 
says Miillhoff. 

“Solid rubber tires wotld have devel- 
oped in due course, but without the bi- 
cycle experience as a guide and a start- 
ing point, no one would have had cour- 
age to put out a pneumatic tire for a 
full-sized motor car. 

“Tt is a marvel to me that rubber and 
cotton can withstand the stresses and 
shocks that the tire meets.”’ 
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BRAKES TOO TIGHT 
WEAR OUT TIRES 


Often the motorist upon inspecting his 
tires finds that one rear tire is wearing 
much faster than the tire on the oppo- 
site wheel. Very likely both tires were 
put on at the same time and had the 
same mileage. The right rear wheel 
may wear out a little faster than the 
tire on the opposite wheel because of 
the fact that while the motorist pulls 
out to the side of the road in passing 
other vehicles, subjects his right tire 
to the unimproved road. But there is 
afiother reason, according to an official 
of the Fisk Rubber Co., H. H. Swenson, 
local manager, which is usually the 
cause for one of the rear tires to wear 
faster than the other and this is due di- 
rectly to the brakes not being equalized. 
By this is meant that one brake-drum 
does not take hold in exactly the same 
time and with as mv#@ch force as the 
brake-drum on the other wheel. 

An occasional inspection of brakes 
should be made, in order to reduce tire 
cost per mile and to make brakes de- 
pendable. 

For the inspection of the brakes, jack 
up the rear end of the car so that both 
tires are clear of the ground, start the 
motor and throw in the clutch, start 
both rear wheels spinning: now apply 
the footbrakes to determine if both 
brakes act alike on the wheels. If one 
wheel stops and the other revolves, you 
have located the cause for one tire 
wearing quicker than the tire on the op- 
posite wheel, as the brakes that drag 
will cause excessive strain and shorten 
the mileage life of any tire. : 

Inspection of the brakes should be 
made at least every thousand miles. 
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AUTOS AS COLLATERAL 


According to Walter H. Alford, vice 
president of the Nash Motors Co., for- 
merly comptroller of the General Motors 
Co. and closely in touch with financial 
matters, the motor car dealer no longer 
has difficulty in negotiating sufficient 
loans to finance the purchase and stor- 
age of cars during the winter months. 

*‘Heretofore, right in the midst of ths 
spring and summer selling seasons,”’ de- 
clares Mr. Alford, ‘“‘motor car dealers 
have lost thousands of dollars in sales 
because they were unable to secure suf- 
ficient cars to fill their orders. That 
was because, elther through their in- 
ability to finance a proper stock of cars 
in the winter or because of lack of fore- 
sight, they had not laid proper plans at 
a time when they could have secured 
these cars from the manufacturer. 

“There is only one excuse for a car 
shortage today and that is lack of fore- 
sight, for the banks now rank the motor 
car among the best securities and are 
ready and eager to extend reasonable 
loans to the dealer. -~ 

“The automobile today is a real hu- 
man necessity, an inseparable part of 
our civilization. Competition has done 
away with wildcat manufacturers who 
do business on other than a real busi- 
ness basis. Consequently, abnormally 
large profits no longer exist and the 
selling price of the automobile repre- 
sents much more nearly its true com- 
mercial value.”

Wife and Officer.

effort to’ impeach the testimony of Har- 
ry J. Spanell, on tgial here for killing 
his wife, Crystal Holland Spanell, at 
Alpine, Tex., the State this afternoon 
called Mrs. Margaret Howell Butler, 


i widow of Lieutenant-Colonel Malcomb 
Spanell is also under indict- 


Cc. Butler. 
ment for the killing of Butler, who with 
Mrs. Spanell was shot to death in 
Spanell’s automobile: on the night of 
July 2 last. 

Mrs. Butler’s testimony today, given 
over the constant objection of defense 
counsel, was a repetition.of her pre- 
vious testimony, that Mrs. Spanell had 
accompanied Col. Butler and nerself to 
the Butler room in the Holland Gotel at 
Alpine a short time before the shoot- 
ing, and that Mrs. Spanell had not been 
insulted and there had been no quarrel. 


Says Butier Did Not Drink. 
Spanell, testifying Thursday in his 


own behalf, said his wife had been in- 
sulted by Butler in this room; that the 
shooting had followed his demand for 
an explanation from Butler, and that 
the shot which killed Mrs. Spanell was 
fired by Butler in an ensuing alterca- 
tion. The only new feature to Mrs. 
Butlér's testimony this afternoon was 
the statement that Col. Butler ‘‘did not 
érink.”’ 

William Pittman, 9 years old, son of 
R. N. Pittman of Meridian, Miss., was 
not permitted to testify on objection of 
the defense that he was of irresponsible 
age. 

Lee Harrington of Alpine, a State's 
vitness, testified he was at the Alpine 
jail with Sheriff Allen Walton of Brew- 
ster County, and heard Spanelil tell the 
Sheriff: ‘I’ve killed Major Butler and 
my wife. I'm ruined! They made me 
do it!’ 

Butler was a Major in the army at 
the time of his death, but had just been 
named for promotion to be Lieutenant- 
Colonel. Harrington’s testimony was 
corroborative uf that of Sheriff Walton 
earlier in the day, 
objected on the ground that Spanell’s 
Statement in the jail was involuntary 
in reply to a question by the Sheriff as 
tc what he had done.

Erection of $400,000 Structure 
at Sixth Street and Washington 
Avenue to Begin in 1918. 


Negotiation have been concluded in 
Detroit whereby the 8. S. Kresge Co. 
has acquired a 99-year lease of a 27xib- 
foot lot at 650 Washington avenue, and 
has thus. completed a site at the south- 
east corner of Sixth street and Wash- 
ington avenue for a building to cost 
$400,000. ‘ 


The deal was arranged by Henry R. 
Weise's, vice president of the Weisels- 
Gerhart company, who went to Detroit 
in this connection and who has condu-i- 
ed the negotiations throughout for this 
site, which has been assembled piece- 
meal. 

The plot is owned by the Oliver A. 
Hart estate, which, by the provisions 
of the lease, will receive an annual net 
rental of $8000, which is 4.per cent on a 
valuation of $200,000. 

In January, 1916, the 99-year lease- 
hold controlled by the Wolff-Wilson 
Drug Co. at the southeast corner of | 
Sixth street and Washington avenue, 
44x150 feet, was acquired by the Kresge 
company, and a few weeks thereafter 
the property of Frank Nagel, 516 Wash- 
ington avenue, 23x150 feet, that of D. C.

house unoccupied at any time; or if simple pre- 
cautions were taken to make the operations of 
the burglar as difficult ag possible, should this un- 
welcome person decide to call. Chief of Detectives Sam- 
uel E. Allender asserts that the burglar, like most crim- 
inals, follows the Hine of least resistance and is really 
easily discouraged, and he gives valuable information 
on the best-known methods for protection against this 
trpe of criminal—advice based on his 30 years’ experi- 
ence as a thief catcher. 

The burglar is regarded by the police as the most 
despicable of thieves, for he violates the privacy of the 
home, where his presence, if known, might cause serious 
shock to womeén. and children. And this is one vital 
reason why the strictest vigilance should be exercised at 
all times to frustrate the designs of this person. 

The most effective method known to the police to dis- 
courage the burglar is to make sure that all places of 
access to the house are securely fastened before retiring. 
Chief Allender stressed this precaution repeatedly, for, 
he declared, more than 90 per cent of reported burglaries 
bear the information that access was effected through an 
unlatched window, unlocked door or unfastened- base- 
ment window. This may not sound like saying much as 
a means to prevent burglary, but the burglar is wary, 
cowardly and, above all, chary of the least noise, and he 
will pass many houses rather than risk the chance of 
disturbing the occupants. 

One burglar, well-known to the police, who for many 
years was successful as a robber of residences after 
dark, told Chief Allender that he never forced an en- 
trance by so much as breaking a latch during all his 
ccreer, but entered homes through unlocked doors or 
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Scores of burglars Soe deale- 
nated the small house dog 
as their commonest enemy. 


windows or through basement openings. Many times, ° 


he declared, he tried the places of access to street after 
street of houses until he found one he could enter noise- 
lessly. 

Scores of burglars who have outlined their methods 
of operation to the Chief have designated the small 
kousedog as their commonest enemy—not one admitting 
that he dared to enter a house after hearing the bark 
of the deg within. 


“Say what you will of the house dog,” Chief Allender [il 


asserted, *‘but burglars bave shown me how this: ani- 
mal has saved thousands of homes from burglary. Not 
one burglar in a hundred but will tell you that he has 
given up a ‘job’ after arousing one of these creatures. A 
dog in the home of the person who may be careless about 
locking up is the next best method to employ against 
burglars.” 

How another kind of household pet saved the home of 
a prominent family on Lincell boulevard from robbery 
a few years ago was related to Chief Allender by a crim- 
inal known to the police as “The Boston Dude.” 

‘The Boston Dude” had served several terms in prison. 
He was in need of money and wanted to make a “big 
heul” and go E.st. After getting all the information 
available on the Lindell boulevard family, he set out one 
dark night and gained entrance through a pantry win: 
d.w. After getting inside he locked the window. 

This burglar made it a rule to enter by windows if pos 
sible; then lock them and arrange a means’of exit before 
eccmmencing pperations. Usually he found that he could 
leave by one of the doors. Thus, when th> family 
discevered the robbery next day, one of the servants 
“likely would be suspected, as there was rio evidence that 
one from the outside committed the robbery, all windows 
and deors being securely fastened within. 

“The Boston Dude” confined himself to thefts of sil- 
yerware and never went above the first floor, reasoning 
that ne one slept downstairs and he never risked waking 
sleepers. 

As he was stealing quietly toward the dining reom, he

heard a sonorous snoring. He thought it unusual to 
find a sleeper on the first floor of a fine house like this, 
so he peeped through the portieres, but saw no one. 
Again came the same low, guttural sound. There was 
no couch in the room, so the burglar made bold to light 
a match, -He extinguished the light at once and placed 
the burnt stick in his pocket, to make sure of jeaving 
no evidence that he had been there. Then he left quietly 
by the front door. 

“By the flate of that match,” he told Chief Allender, 
“I saw a Snoring parrot asleep in its cagé. I took no 
chances on waking that bird and so passed up the job.” 

Another bu told Chief Allender that he preferred 
robbing houses where maids and housemen were em- 
ployed, asserting that such places were often neglected 
as to locks and latches, owing to frequent window wash- 
ing and cleaning, thus encouraging visits from the bur- 
glar. These household employes also leave hatchets and 
other tools and hardware about the back yard. and 
garage with which the housebreaker can force his way 
in if necessary. The careful burglar, this man told the 
Chief, never carries his own kit, for he is often accosted 
by the police, and if found with burglar tools is arrested, 
and he knows that the mere possession of thesc carry 
conviction. Therefor®, the Chief pointed out, leave no 
hatchets, hammers or other things accessible to the 
prowler. 

A few years ago a number of hames were robbed in 
St. Louis in a certain neighborhool while their owners 
were at a nearby-pic- 
ture show. It was 
midsummer, and. the 
robberies’ always 
took place between 
the time the occu, 
pants left home for 
the theater and their 
return, and, invari- 
ably, it was found 
that the burglar had 
entered by knocking 
out a screen. De- 
tectives, found that a 
grocer clerk in the 
neighborhood hid 
committed the rob- 
beries and he was ar- 
rested and convicted. 
His method was to 
stand in front of the 
theatér and see who 
went in. Knowing 
most of the persons 
and where they lived, 
he readily knew who 
were not at home, 
and went about his 
Nork unmolested.

As a rule he finds no one at heme and 
enters either by skeleton key or unfastened door or 
vindow. This burglar also has reasoned that mourners 
usually leave their jewelry at home, and the man Chief 
Allender arrested confessed that he frequently made 
“big hauls.” | 

The “funeral” burglar explained that he had often been 
detected by neighbers while trying doors; but deceived 
them with the remark that he had come to attend the 
funeral and was “so sorry he had arrived too late.” Then 
he would pass that particular enterprise and try the 
scheme at the house from which the next funeral would 


be held. 


It would be a good plan also when leaving the house 
at night to draw all the downstairs blinds and leave 
those upstairs half raiscd and a light burning. Burglars 
have told the Chief that they gather from a situation 
of this kind that. someone above is reading. All blinds 
drawn close during the day tell the daylight burglar 
that the family is away. ‘ 

Chief Allender called attention to a standing rule of 


the Police Department that places the police on the 


beat at the service of the residents who leave home for 
a day or two.

,Allender said, that rooms that have been robbed are 


first put in order and@ cleaned before the police have 
been notified, and the work of ‘nvestigation is thereby 
made doubly difficult. 

“= “The finger print system of identification, fer ex: 
ample,” said the Chief, “is as much a science as mathe- 
matics. Therefore, a burglar must- touch something 
when he enters a house—any piece of polished furniture, 
a window pané, anything. We wili leave his finger prints 
6n something, and the occupants should not so much as 
close a drawer until we have had time to examine every- 
thing carefully.” 

Many identifications have been made from finger 
prints, as the police have the prints of all known bur- 
glars with which to eompare those that may be found in 
a house that has been robbed. Officers of the Bertilion 
department, where these records are kept, have instru- 
ments to detect finger prints, even if invisitle to the 
eyes, and upon each report of a burglary the Bertilion 
expert examines the premises for-clews of this kind. 

Lurking or loitering strangers in a_  .eighborhood 
should at all times be reported to the police, the ébserv- 


er first getting as accurate description as possible. Very 


often burglars go out during the day to look over a neigh- 
berheod and select the most likely house to rob, and 
women especially can be helpful to the police by report- 
ing the presence of suspicious characters. 

First of all, then, see that every place of access to your 
home is carefully fastened. 

Do not leave tools lying about the yard. 

Notify the policeman on the beat of your absence and 
how long you expect to be gone; if for days, report it 
to the Chief of Police. 

Never leave the house uyoccupied unless securely 
Iccked., 

Never disturb a room where a burglar has been until 
the police have completed their investigation. 

Strict observance of these simple rules, Chief Al- 
lender believes, will materially minimize burglary.

A menth before, with a 
a hastily organized body of sailors, he stormed the ‘‘iém- 


1 pregnable” village of Beaucourt on the Ancre, “a strange, 
“fiying figure in bandages,” and captured 500 Germans. 
That in itself was a feat, but the chief value of the suc- 
cess was that it joined together the British limes in that 
part of the Somme and made a great advance possibile. 

The reference to “the strange flying figure in band- 
ages” is from the official report sent to the London 
War Office by the immediate superior of Freyberg. In 
a previous action a few hours before, he had been seri- 
ously wounded twice and had other wounds of a less 
severe nature. When he left the dressing station his 
head was nearly covered with bandages and he had 
bandages on both his hands. In addition, he was limp- 
ing from a minor injury.

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tions, his commana was much disorganized after the 
_ capture of the first objective. He personally rallied 
and reformed his men and led them to the success- 
ful assault of the second objective, many prisoners 
being captured. 

‘During this advance he was twice wounded. 
He again rallied and reformed all who were with 
him and although uasupported in a very advanced 
position, he held his ground for the remainder of 
the day and throughout the night, during heavy ma- 
chine-gun and artillery fire. When reinforced on 
the following morning be organized the attack on a 
strongly fortified village and showed a fine ex- 
ample of dash in personally leading the assault, cap- 
turing the village and 500 prisoners. In this opera- 
tion he was again wounded beverely, but refused to 
leave the lime until he had issued final instructions. 

“The personality and valor and utter contempt of 
danger on the part of this single officer enabled the 
lodgment in the mest advanced objective of the corps 
to be permanently held and on fhis point of contact 
the line was eventually formed.” 


The average report of heroism im the Gazette occu- 
pies about three lines of type. It appears that even the 
dry-as-dust chronicler of daily, nay, hourly, stories of 
hereism was impressed by the deed ef Col. Freyberg. 

The appearance of British naval troops on the Amcre 
front was synchroneus with the capture of Beaucpurt. 
Before that time the sailors employed in land work had 
been attached te the Belgian ferces on the sea coast and 
to divisions at the extreme western end of the British 
line. 

An Associated Press dispatch, dated Nov. 25, 12 days 
after the capture of Beanucourt, gives this account of 
Freyberg’s storming operation: 
captured by a British naval division, 
after 24 hours of continuous fighting. The advance of 

a portion of the troops was temporarily beld up by a 
ane Chediinien tedeidn Siader thes Stet eadh anand rows 
of trenches and containing many machine guns, the fire 
of which prevented the battalions on the left immediately 
south of the quarries of Beaumont-Hamel from securing 
the entire énemy position. 

“But the bluejackets nearer back of the Ancre pushed 
forward through the outskirts of Beaucourt within an 
hour, where they remained all day under a heavy ma- 
chine-gun and snipers’ fire. At nightfall the position

The capture of Beaucourt, 
which is regarded by British 
military men as one of the 
most brilliant exploits of a 
war fraught+with brilliant 
déeds, is only one of the dar- 
ing acts of Freyberg that have 
attracted the attention of the 
British public. 

The young officer is a na- 
tive New Zealander, but at the . 
outbreak of the war he was | 
in London: He immediately 
joined the Royal Naval.

Although the stomach is regarded as one of the most 
delicate organisms of the human body and is the source 
of much distress when “out of kilter,” or when foreign 
bodies are introduced into it, the annals of surgery 
contain many remarkable examples of the 
survivals of patients who either acci- 
dentally or deliberately have swallowed 
articles or substances which never were 
intended to be taken into the stomach. 
Miss Jensen’s case is rare because of the 
unusual number of pins which 
she swallowed; the records of 
nearly every hospital will 
show instances of a pin or a 
needle which, taken into the 
stomach, has traveled through 
the body and eventually has 
been extracted near the sur- 
face. 

There is a recorde. instance, 
however, of a French woman, 
who, with suicidal intent, 
swallowed * a  four-pronged 
fork. Four years later the 
instrument was renioved from 
her thigh, whither it had trav- 
eled. Almost a parallel casé 
is that of a girl of 22 years, 
who, in a delirium of typhoid 
fever swallowed two iron 
forks which subsequently 
were expelled through an ab- 
dominal abscess. 

A physician once was called 
to a convent ‘> treat a young 
girl novice who supposedly 
was suffering from epilepsy. 
He discovered that the girl, 
as a result of an exaggerated 
religious fervor, had been in 
the habit of swallcwing earth 
and holy medals. As a part 
of the treatment of this case 
he administered an emetic and a short time 
later there appearec in the girl’s throat a 
large cross. Attached to this was a rosary 
of unusual size and length and fastene¢ to 
it were no féwer the . seven medals. Several 
other similar articles were removed from 
the girl’s stomach and she entirely recovered. 

There came to the attention of the sur- 
gical profession a few years ago a man of 
| 27 who was a professional sword swallower. 
He did not confine himself to this, however, for on one 
occasion he swallowed a gold watch and chain, the latter 
with a seal and a key attached. At another time he swal- 
lowed 34 bullets, and in one day and a night gulped 19 
pocket knives and #i copper cents. He had begun fos- 
tering this perverted appetite at the age of 15 b- swal- 
lowing marbies. When he died—at an early age—his 
esophagus was found to ‘e normal, but his stomach was 
distended greatly. In it were parts of pocket knives, 
the total weighing one pound or more. 

In St. Louis not many years ago there was.the case of 
a man who swallowed a knife nine and one-half inches 
long. In this instance the operation known as gastrot- 
omy was performed, an incision being made in the walls 
of the stomach. The knife was taken out with the as- 
sistance of army-bullet forceps. There is on record also 
the unusual case of a Bohemian peasant who swallowed 
a knife rather than to have it found on his p n. The 
knife subsequently penetrated through to the skin.

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The United States, in its early history, gave tips to 
the Barbary Coast pirates so that American mrer- 
chantment ceuld sail the Mediterranean unmolested. 


HE revolt against tipping in the United 
States has reached such proportions that 
@ book has been written about itt. The 
author’s main argument is that the prac- 
tice is wn-American—that in a land where 
all men are created equal tipping ereates 
a servile class like that in Europe, where, 
he says, the custom of tipping cam be defended for this 
reason. He evem goes so far as to draw no distinction 
between the tips which the Government of the United 
States in its early history gave to the Barbary Coast pi- 
rates to allow American merchant ships to sail the Med- 
iterranean unmolested, and the gratuities which modern 
Americans distribute among waiters, bellboys, barbers, 
chauffeurs, manicures and all others of the tip-reeeiving 
clase. 

Qne of the most interesting sections of the book, ““The 
Itching Palm” (Penn Publishing Co.) is that in which 
the author, William R. Scott, telis what has been done by 
the states in the matter of laws to regulate tipping. He 
admits that progress in this respect has been slow and 
the statutes of little effect, but he is convinced that the 
prepaganda is growing, basing his convictions upon the 
recurrence of the issue in the Legislatures and the 
action of hotels and other public-service enterprises in 
voluntarily taking steps to discourage tipping in their 
places of business. 

A number of states have passed anti-tipping bills and 
the Legislatures of others have considered them. It is 
a significant fact, Mr. Scott points out, that these states 
are scattered througheut the northern, southern and cen- 
tral portions of the country, showing, he believes, that 
the opposition to the practice is not iselated or sectional. 
Few of the bills have survived, however, in some cases 
having been vetoed by Gevernors on the ground that they 
were a curtailment of personal liberty and in others de- 
clared unconstitutional by Judges for the same reason. 
One or twe anti-tipping laws have been repealed because 
it was impossible to enforce them. Popular sentiment 
was net behind them. But some day, Mr. Scott predicts, 
there will be a change in public sentiment and then 
Judges will have no difficulty.in finding laws regulatory 
of tipping constitutional He cites the history of the 
prohibition of the liquor business as a parallel. 

Here’s the rub, in the opinion of Mr. Seott, in the 
fight of the anti-tippers 
to overcome a deep-rooted 
custom: 

“The oppesition to tip- 
ping is unorganized, w20- 
disciplined and inarticu- 
late, while the beneficia- 
ries of the custom are 
upon a highly efficient 
basis of operation. Even 
with a law at his back to 
stiffen his moral resolu- 
lution, the average citizen 
feels more afraid of vio- 
lating the custom than of 
violating the law. 

“But,” he continues, — 
“this type of man will make” excellent material 
in the regular ranks, even if he lacks the intia- 
tive of a lone hand against big odds. When the 
movement against tipping reaches the stage where a 
spokesman and leader is produced, all the latent opposi- 
tion will spring into effective co-operation.” 

One trouble with existing laws, from Mr: Scott’s view- 
point, is that they are incomplete—they do not cover 
enough ground. The Iowa law, for instance, sdys that 
only those who shall accept or solicit a gratuity shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. However, by the words 
“who shall accept or solicit any gratuity, tip or other 
thing of value or of valuable consideration,” it heads 
off any attempt to circtimvent the law on a technicality. 

The Wisconsin bill, which the Governor vetoed on the 
ground of curtailment of personal liberty, but which 
the Legislature nearly passed over his veto, was intended 
to penalize the giving of a tip as well as the taking of 
it, and added a provision that a copy of the law should 
be posted in a conspicuous place in hotels, restaurants, 
railroad cars and other places where tips most commonly 
are given. The latter provision, Mr. Scott believes, is 
most essential. | : 

The South Carolina law goes a step further and pro- 
vides punishment for the employer who permits the 
custom of tipping, in addition to providing penalties for 
those who give or receive tips. “Yet,” the author says, 
‘st falls short of an ideal law because its operations 
are limited to only seven places frequented by the public 
and does not cover private places such as apartment 
houses and boarding houses. * * * The need of stap- 
ping tipping to messenger boys, janitors and other em- 
ployes of apartment houses, maids and waitresses in 
boarding houses, garbage collectors, mail carriers and po- 
licemen among Government employes, trunk transfer 
men, guides, steamship employes and others too. numer- 
ous to cite, is fully as urgent.” 

A bill introduced in the 1915 session of the Nebraska 
Legislature, does not penalize the patron for giving gratu- 
ities and apparently is aimed at the practice of “split 
commissions,” which Mr. Scott characterizes as one of 
the most pernicious forms of tipping, though done on a 
larger scale, This refers to the custom of some sales- 
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tipping measure should contain—The 


men. of dividing a portion of their commission with 
customers in order to obtain erders. Im the giving of 
tips in this act employers only are specified for convie- 
tion. 

The Tennessee law, adopted upom the special solicita- 
tiom of the traveling men of that State, is much like 
the South Carolina law, being deficient im that it spe- 
cifies only seven places in which tipping shall not be 
practiced. However, it contains a more elaborate scale 
of fines, and in addition contains this prevision: 

“It shall be the duty of the Circuit Judges and the 
courts of like jurisdiction to especially call the attention 
of the grand jury te the provisions of this act at each 
term of the court.” 

Iilinois has a statute which neither prevents the giv- 
ing nor acceptance of tips, but it provides a heavy pen- 
alty for the leasing of tipping privileges, a practice which 
led to the diseovery of the so-called tipping ‘‘trust.” 
Neither does the statute in Massachusetts operate te re- 
strain tipping, being aimed especially at “split commis- 
sions.” From all legislation, however, attempted er ac- 
complished, Mr. Seott derives comfort beeause of the 
fact that nowhere was there an organization formed to 
fight fer the reform. 

Mr. Scott, who apparently has given a great deal 
ef thought to the tipping problem, has set forth in his 
book his ideas of what an ideal anti-tipping law sheuld 
be. In a broad outline, he says, it must include: 

A elear definition of a tip; a statement of a patren’s 
right to service for one payment exelusively to the pre- 
prietor; a prohibition against subterfuges in the charges 
whereby patrons may give tips; the wages paid by an 
employer to be considered as presumptive evidence of 
his attitude toward tipping; a requirement that em- 
ployers shall give patrons a definite understanding of 
the service te which they are entitled; any actual extra 
service to be compensated for direct te employer, after 
being appraised and charged for by the employer; the 
giving of money or gifts to employes to be taken out of 
the class of “charity” and “personal liberty:”’ the em- 
ployer, the employe and the patron te be subject to the 
same penalty for violating‘the law and the conviction 
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of any one of the three to be followed automatically by 
the conviction of the other two for the same offense; 
the law to be applicable to any employer and any em- 
ploye in any relation with the public or with individu- 
als, in private home or publie place; a prohibition against 
operating any convenience for the public in which the 
rate of payment shall be left to the whim of the patron, 
such as cloak rooms, the tariffs to be displayed and ex- 
acted impartially of every patron if the employer as- 
sumes that patrons must pay extra for the service; an 
adequate provision for acquainting patrons with the law 
through posting it or ovherwise directing their attention 
to it; the granting of licenses to operate public service 
places only upon condition that gratuities are not to be 
permitted, directly or indirectly; the granting to.a pa- 
tron-who has been denied fair service of redress in ad- 
dition to the punishment of the guilty employe and em- 
ployer, and an adequate scale of penalties, fine or im- 
prisonment for any vieiation of any part of the law. 

The author does not presume that if a law were drawn 
to embody the foregoing provisions that the tipping 
custem would be strangled. Only actual tests in the 
courts would groduce the ultimate intent. 

Tipping, Mr. Scott declares, is actuated through one 
part generosity, two parts pride and one part fear. He 
is opposed to it because he believes it to be an economic 
waste—double pay for one service or pay for no serv- 
iee—and on the ethical grounds of the grafting spirit 
it engenders, the rigid class distinctions it creates in a 
republic and the loss of fineness of self-respect in those 
who receive the tips. And to show that tipping was 
frowned upen in early times he gives some Bible quo- 
tations: | :

HILE the family was on its way 
from Iowa to Kansas, Will, who 
was only 8 years old, accompanied 
by his*dog, Turk, who was almost 
as big as himself, went out forag- 
ing for game. In crossing a swift- 
running stream the animal be- 

came chilled and could swim no more.- Will, without 
hesitation, sprang into the icy water and succeeded in 
reaching the opposite shore with his dog. A ferryman 
who witnessed the courageous act remarked: 

“You're a fool, boy, to risk your life swimming in a 
stream like that!” 

“But I couldn't let my dog drown,” cried Will, sur- 
prised that anyone should call into question so plain a 
fact. 

“Well,” said the ferryman, smiling grimly; “you're 
gritty, anyhow. You ought to make your mark in the 
world.” 

During the same jaunt Will shot his first deer, a fine, 

- large stag, with a rifle that he could hardly lift. 

This was the boy, “Buffalo Bill,” in 1854. He died the 
other day in Denver, the biggest figure in the mind of 
young America, a hero that at one time or another 
every lad in the United States has wished to emulate. 

Probably the most stirring events in the life of the 
greatest of American scouts and frontiersmen occurred 
before he had reached his majority. as a boy in Kansas, 
during the free state slavery agitation, when most argu- 
ments were punctuated with knife thrusts, and later

A faithfu] chronicler of this stirring period in the life 
of Buffalo Bill was his sister, Mrs. Helen Cody Wetmore 
of Duluth, Minn. In a book called the “Last of the 
Great Scouts,’”’ Mrs.°“Wetmore, with a great fidelity to 
detail and with a reverence for facts, has told of the 
graphic events in the life of her distinguished brother. 
For years Mrs. Wetmore.was. by his side and at times a 
witness to his acts of daring.

The family left lowa to go to California, but en route 
changed their minds and decided to settle 
in Kansas.

On April 24, 1916, Shack- 
leton with five men left 
in an open boat and reached 
the Falkland Islands on 
May 31. After three un- 
successful attempts to res- 
cue the marooned men on 
Elephant Island, Shackleton 
finally succeeded in bring- 
ing them to safety to Punta 
Arenas Sept. 4. 

The photograph at the 
top of the page shows the 
rescue ship approaching the 
marooned men on Elephant 
island. 
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Sir Ernest H. Shackleton, as 

he appeared in San Franciso 

on the way torescue his 4

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HE remarkable photograph 
at the bottom of this pag 
is a flashlight of the Endur- 

ance held fast in the crushing ice 
in Weddell Sea. The whiteness 
of the ship and the world about

Nhackleton thus describes the 
end of the Endurance: 

“On Oct. 26 the end came. The 
terrific pressure culminated in 
tearing out the stern and rudder 
posts, the main deck breaking up 
afterwards. The icebergs pierced 
the ship; the water overmastered 
the pumps, ertinguished the fires. 
/ ordered all hands onto the we,” 
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Shackleton and the photographer before their tent 
preparing blubber for fuel
